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THE MASS MELTING. 

Tt was an old-fashioned War Rally. 
Tt was held in the Auditorium last 
Tuesday evening. ‘The big building 
was crowded with people, galleries and 
standing space vot excepted, and the 
reat stuge was covered all over with 
men. 

Mayor Feeney presided and filled the 
Chair in the best of shape. 

The Alpine Quartet and soloists” en- 
livened the meeting with patriotic songs 
and glees, 

There was a street parade at 7.30 
by the G. A. R. Posts and citizens led 
by the Woburn Brass Band. — Illa- 
minations burned brightly on the streets 
and the Auditorium was brilliantly 
ablaze. 

The great gathering was convened 
for the purpose of raising funds for the 
benefit of Company G which was on 
the eve of going into camp at Framing- 
ham. 

It was a great success, 

More than half of the people who 
filled the Auditorium from pit to dome 
were women—patriotic wives, mothers, 
sisters and sweethearts of the boys. 
They were filled with enthusiasm. 

The speakers were many, able and 
deeply embued with the military spirit. 
Capt. E. EF. Wyer, President of the 
Fine Members Association, led off with 
a rattling good address. The best 
speech of the evening and the one that 
aroused the greatest enthusiasm and 
called out the heartiest and loudest 
cheering was made by Hon, KE. D. 
Hayden, a Veteran of the Civil War. 
He was wideawake, filled with the 
apirit of the occasion, and his words 
were applauded to the echo. 

There were no poor or tame speeches 
during the evening. 

Other speakers were Rev. Dr. March, 
Rev. Doremus Scudder, Hon. John M. 
Harlow, Rev. H. C. Parker, Col. W. 


T. Grammer, and it may be that the

The financial result was grand. 

The subscriptions were numerous 
and liberal, and would have been much 
more but for the rain which kept some 
of our richest men away. 

The amount pledged at the meeting 
was about $700. ‘This sum was hand 
somely added to the next day. 


COMPANY G OFF. 

Company G, Fifth Regiment, left 
here at 8.14 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, June 30, 1898, for Camp Dewey, 
South Framingham. 

The biggest crowd of people that 
ever assembled in this city on any 
oceasion were at the Railroad station 
to see the boys off, 

There was « short street parade 
by the Company, High School Bat- 


talion, Fine Members, Woburn Brass 


Band, and citizens, which wound up at 
the station at § o’clock. 


The arrival and departure of so 
many trains about that hour made 
things somewhat inconvenient and 
dangerous for the crowd, but not a 
single person was hurt, thanks to the 
eaution of the railroad men and the 


managers of the great demonstration. 


Masses of men, women and children 
were packed on both sides of the tracks 
as close as sardines in a box from above 


Pleasant street to below Church avenue, 


and it was a lively crowd, They as 
good as ruined Waterman Brown's 


flower garden. 

It took considerable time to get the 
boys on the train, there was so much 
handshaking aud biddings adieu. ‘They 
were at last ‘tall aboard’ and accom- 
panied by the High School Battalion, 
the Woburn Brass Band, Fine Meim- 
bers Association, aud some citizens, 
the Company left in a cheerful, jolly 
mood,

THE SPANISH MAIN, 


Our mate in the Caspian, Mr. Bar- 
clay, used to tell of the following ad- 
venture. [ have sometimes thought that 
he possessed a talent for embellishing, 
and do not, therefore, vouch for its 
truth. But [have been careful to ‘‘noth- 
jing extenuate, nor aught set down to 
miulice.’’ 

**When Iwas on my first voyage in 
the whaler Marion, I got infected, like 
many other young fellows, with the de- 
sire to run away and try my luck else- 
where. I could not let well enough 
alone, though [ belonged to a good ship 
and was well treated.

A huge cavern, dark and somber, a

class can tell lively tales concerning the 
exploits of the wharf rats chased by Old 
Sleuth, and in a vague way wo know 
when we stop to think of it that there 
must be a tremendous «mount of mer- 
chandise sent over seas to and fro, but 
in order to realize the truth intelligent 
ly one must see it as it is portrayed in a 
day at the docks. 

When tho freight steamship Missis- 
sippi, plying between New York and 
London, arrived at her pier inthe North 
river, she had three days in which to 
discharge her cargo and be again laden, 
It was overdue, and the merchandise on 
the dock awaiting the vessel was com- 
pactly heaped in a great heterogenvous 
mass reaching high to the roof. The 
bulk of the 6,000 tons which were on- 
gagod for transport was gathered in this 
long room by the water. Products of 
every sort were there—the staples of 
industry, the sumptuous requirements 
of luxury, the humblest necessities, the 
refinements of the sybarite. ‘The wants 
of the animal man were forcibly illus- 
trated by a great bulwark of 1,800 balos 
of hops, doomed ultimately to slake the 
thirst of the bibulous; 17,000 
flour, each weighing about 140 pounds; 
1,000 sacks of coffee, cach weighing 
about 150 pounds, besides a mere trifle 
of 200 tons of fresh meat. That unas 
suming element in domestic happint 
known as lard was very much in evi- 
dence here, being formulated into a cu- 
linary monument of 8,000 28 pound 
pails.

FAMOUS CHARACTERS 


SOME OF THOSE DRAWN FROM LIFE 
BY NOTED AUTHORS. 


Writers Who Made Enemies by Their Sa- 


tires on Living Persons—Dante Wrote 


His Enemies In Hades and Michael An- 
gelo Painted Them There, 


The characters in the writings of 
most eminent novelists are living reali- 
ties. Wa see them around us; we recog- 
nize them in our relatives, our acquaint- 
ances, and, if not blinded by vanity, 
frequently in ourselyes. Who has not 
numbered among his friends some indi- 
vidual who is the living walking image 
of a character made immortal by the 
pen of a Dickens or a Thackeray, And 
rest assured, my dear sir or madam, 
that while you are recognizing in some 
one else a character that agroes in every 
detail with one that the world has learn- 
ed to laugh at or to love in the works 
of the great writers, some one else is 
discovering the same thing about you. 
The world is full of the characters, ec- 
centric, serious and great, that literary 
genius has thrown a halo around. It is 
easy to ascribe a reason for this. Most 
of the characters in the books of Thack- 
eray, Dickens, Tennyson, Scott and the 
list of great authors were drawn from 
lay figures selected by the writers from 
among the people with whom they were 
acquainted, 

The most recent instance of this is 
Sherlock Holmes. The Scotch pro- 
fessor upon whom Conan Doyle founded 
the great detective has been recognized 
and has been written up again and 
again until he is as well known as the 
detective. 

The original of the character of Mi- 
cawber, who eternally looked for some- 
thing to turn up, was Charles Dickens’ 
own father, as is well known, while 
the weak and easily victimized Mrs. 
Nickleby was the mother of the novel- 
ist. Boythorn in ‘‘ Bleak House’’ caused 
a quarrel between Dickens and Walter 
Savage Landor, for the latter recog- 
nized in the character his own peculiari- 
ties and resented the fact that he had 
been so treated. Leigh Hunt was angry 
with Dickens because tho famous char- 
acter of Harold Skimpole, in the same 
book, resembled his mannerisms so 
closely that there was no possibility of 
tho likeness not being recognized. 

The original of Thackeray's Bulwig 
in ‘* Yellow Plush Papers’’ was no other 
than Bulwer, and there was a tremen- 
dous row over the naming of a murder- 
ess in one of his books Catherine Hayes, 
which was the name of a famous song- 
stress. Andrew Archdehne was the 
original of Thackeray’s Foker. Arch- 
dehne never forgave Thackeray tho lib- 
erty taken with him. The celebrated 
Dr. Cornish was Thackeray's Portman, 
and young Grubstreet in the ‘' Virgin- 
ians’’ was Edmund Yates to a dot, Cos- 
tigan in ‘‘'The Roundabout Papers’’ was 
a composite figure built on the peculiari- 
ties of several living people, as Thack- 
eray himself acknowledged. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne was kept busy 
after the publication of ‘‘The House of 
Seven Gables’’ assuring a large and 
ever multiplying army of Pyncheons 
that his character of that name had not 
been drawn from life, So easily were 
Charlotte Bronte’s characters in ‘‘Shir- 
ley’’ recognized by their originals that 
the latter called each other by their fio- 
titious names. 

Byron wrote of his own peculiarities 
of life and femperament in his verse; 
Alfred de Musset did the same thing; 
Mme. do Stael depicted herself in ‘'Co- 
rinne,’’ afl ‘Delphine’? and Thack- 
eray’s portrait can cusily be recognized 
in Pendenbis. Dr. Holland is supposed 
to be the original of the villain in his 
novel of ‘Bitter Sweet,’’ and many 
people belfeved that Amelio Rives Ohan- 
ler was the original of her heroine in 
“The Quick or the Dead;'’ Charles 
Reade admitted that he was his own lay 
figure in drawing the character of Rolfe; 
Charlotte Bronte was Jane Eyre, and 
George Eliot was a composite of Romola, 
Maggio Tulliver and possibly Dorothea; 
Goldsmith was his own original in 
“The Good Natured Man, '’ while Field- 
ing was the original of Tom Jones. 

se wrote his cnomies in hell and 
Michael Angelo painted them in. Dry- 
den was noted for his satires on living 
persons. Pope actually erased the name 
of one of his characters and put Colly 
Otbber's in its place. Byron heavily 
scored his critics and Bulwer did a like 
office for Tennyson. Bulwer was rather 
accomplished in this respect. He satir- 
ized The Athenaeum Magazine in ‘* Paul 
Olifford.’’ Eyen George IV of England 
was depicted as the keeper of a low den 
in the same noyel. 

Tennyson repaid Bulwer in his on- 
plaughts both in ‘*A Oharacter’’ and in 
“The New Timon and the Poets,'’ Cap- 
tain Marryat, who wrote such humor- 
ous naval stories, notably ‘Peter Sim- 
ple,’’ once sent a challenge to Professor 
Maurice because the latter used his 
name for a character in *' Hustace Con- 
way.’’ Browning scored Wordsworth 
in ‘The Lost Leader.’’ He also, at va- 
rious times in his career, caricatured 
Oardinal Wiseman, Napoleon UI, and 
John Home, the spiritualist, The latter 
figured as Sludge, the medium. Even 
our own Whittier made Daniel Webster 
figure in one of Lis compositions, 
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characteristics so pointedly” that the 
portrait was recognized by the French 
statesman, who resented it in one of 
his famous mots. When Alfred de Mus- 
set and George Sand returned from the 
escapade into Italy, they proceeded to 
score each other in novels they soon 
after printed. Mrs. Gore, Mrs, Trollope 
and Lady Morgan used the personal ele 
nent repeatedly, while to come upon 
the real intention of Disraeli’s novels 
requires a key bringing in the names of 
many prominent people in Nngland.— 
Exchange. 


THE SHIPKEEPER. 


What His Duties Are Course of Life on a 
Ship In Port, 


The shipkeoper is the caretaker of 
the ship while she is in port, He is 
likely to be a man who has followed 
tho sea, it may bein the employ of 
the house whose vessels he now 
looks after. He may have sailed be- 
fore the mast or he may have been 
amate or perhaps the master of u 
ship. Every firm of large shipown- 
ers or shipping merchants has a 
shipkeeper of its own, who may 


haye been thus employed by tho} 


same house for years, 

The shipkeeper goes aboard somo- 
times when the ship arrives in the 
harbor, but usually when she is first 
tied up tothe wharf, The crew is 
discharged the minute the ship's 
lines are made fast, and tho captain 
goes very soon, it is likely on the 
same day. Tho ship may have come 
from a China voyage or a voyage 
to some other distant seas and have 
been gone for months and he starts 
for home as soon as he can—down 
east or wherever it may be—there to 
remain until the ship is nearly 
ready for sea again, ‘Then the ship 
keeper is left in charge of the ship 
He is sometimes the sole occupant, 
but most owners keep one other per- 
son, a man or a boy, aboard, If the 


additional person is a man it is like- | 


ly to be the ship’s carpenter or one 
of the crew employed for that pur 
pose, The shipkeeper lives aboard 
ot the ship until she goes to sea 
again, Hoe may cook and eat all his 
meals aboard, or if there is a res- 
taurant at hand ashore he 
may get his dinners there. He sleeps 
aft. He does not sleep in the cap- 
tain’s room, but he takes his choice 
of the rooms 


close 


on the beach. 

The shipkeeper is the watchman 
of the ship, and he looks after her 
in many waysand sees that no harm 
comes to her. Hesees that the steve 
dore’s men don’t drop blocks on 


is done to her inboard, and he sees 
that no harm befalls her from tugs 
or lighters or other craft. And he 
keeps the ship in order, He is more 
than likely to be a man who knows 
aship alow and aloft and to take a 
sailor’s pride in her and a personal 
pride in the ships of the house that 
employs him. 
ers Who are not oyernice, shipkeep- 
ers aro just like other people in this 
respect; but, as a rule, they keep 
their ships in perfect order. 

The ship is deepin the water when 
the shipkeeper first steps over the 
rail; he sees her rise as they take 


light and stands, on high tides, with 
her side high above the wharf. The 
shipkeeper stays aboard for weeks. 
There may be days or longer peri 
ods when there is nothing doing 
aboard of her except what he does 
himself, when the ship is silent, but 
sooner or later they begin to fill her 
up again, and from that on there is 
more or less life aboard of her and 
ulongside.

A FAMOUS SOUTHERN COIN, 


A Confederate Half Dollar, the Only One 
In Known Existence, 

Of the four celebrated Confederate 
half dollars of 1861—practically the 
only coins of the Confederacy —not more 
than one is now known to be in exist 
ence, and that is in the possession of J. 
W. Scott, the well known coin 
of this city. He values it at $1,000, 
The obverse side of the coin is the same 
as that of the silver half dollars of the 
regular mint series of that time, with 
the Goddess of Liberty seated and the 
date, 1861, beneath The distinctive 
feature is the reverse side, for which a 
new die was struck, In the center isa 
shield bearing the stars and bars of the 

The number of stars in 
the fleld—seven—represent the 
states Which seceded before the inaugu 
ration of Lincoln, March 4, 1561 A 
liberty pole ts thrust through the shield 
and bears on its tip a liberty 
Twined around the shield, in 
of a wreath, are a stalk of sugur cane 
and a stalk of cotton. Above these de 
vices are the words, ‘‘Confederate States 
of America,’’ and below them the 
nomination of the coin, ‘‘Half Dol.”’ 

The history of this coin and its three 
counterparts is interesting, In Febru 
ary, 1861, the United States mint at 
New Orleans fell into Confederate 
hands. The Confederate government, 
then seated in Montgomery, Ala., de 
cided to have some now dies made and 
to start a coinaye of its own at tho 
mint, It was determined 
series with tho silver half dollar, In 
April Mr. Meuuninger, the secretary of 
the treasury of the Confederacy, haying 
issued a call for designs, selected the 
one above described, The die was made 
by A. H. Peterson of New Orleans, and 
four coins were struck as specimen

The lat 
ter in turn disposed of the coin three or 
four years afterward at a public auction 
in New York for $870, Ten years ago 
the collection of which it formed a part 
was offered for sale. Mr. Scott bought 
the rare old piece back and has owned 
it ever since, 

One of the other coins, probably that 
which was sent to the Confederate goy 
ernment in 1861, came into the posses 
sion of Jefferson Davis, After the war 
Mr, Scott wrote to Mr. Davis asking 
him if he still owned the piece. Mr, 
Davis replied ina letter, which Mr, 
Scott still has, that the coin was taken 
from him when he was captured on 
May 10, 1865, togethor with many other 
things that he owned, and that 
never heard of it afterward. Up to the 
present its whereabouts is not known, 
Of the other two coins there is no defi 
nite trace, although one was reported 
to be in New Orleans in 1882,—Now 
York Tribune.

Most authorities are now inelined to 
take a middle course, and believe that 
the pigeon finds its way by methods 
more or less ordinary, but by a very 
extraordinarily skilled combination of 
them. 

We translate below part of an articl 
on the subject, contributed by M. A 
Thauzies to the Revue Scientifique, 
The author’s assumption that the ani 
mal organism is sensitive to magnetic 
conditions is contrary to scientific ob 
servation and experiment, but this is 
only a detail of his theory and does not 
materially affect it. M. Thauzies, after 
giving reasons for rejecting the theory 
of a special sense and other hypotheses 


state the following facts which he be 
lieves to be firmly established: 

‘*First.—Well trained pigeons, even 
if taken very far away—say several 
hundred miles from the pigeon cot— 
get their bearings, in a normal atmos 
phere, with wonderful promptness, 
without turning about in other direc 
tions and without rising to a preat 
height. Before one can count 50 they 
have disappeared. 

‘*Second.—These same pigeons, left 
in open air in their baskets several min 
utes before releasing them, while they 


them, walk to and fro, evidently study 
ing the sky, until, having found out, 
doubtless, what they sought, they re 
main quiet. Then, if the baskets are 
opened, they fly off low and almost 
horizontally, without zigzags and in a 
straight line in the proper direction. 

‘“‘Third.—The same pigeons, trans 
ported to a strange region—that is, for 
instance, where they must make a 
southerly journey when they are accus 
tomed to make a northerly one, betray 
a striking degree of disquietude in their 
baskets at the moment of departu 
They seem to be surprised und some 
what taken aback. As soon as they are 
free they fly off eastward, making large 
ellipses toward the sun. Then they ex 
plore in all directions, but they always 
return to the east with a paticnt tenaci 
ty that seems to signify that there is 
the key of the problem, and that there 
alone will be found its solution. After 
several minutes of this, having reached 
an altitude of 150 to 200 yards, they 
disappear in the proper direction. 

**Pourth.—The earlier in the morn- 
ing they are released the more prompt 
is their success in getting their direc 
tion. After noon, even in calm weather, 
and even if the distance is small, their 
orientation is dull, slow, wavering and 
without vivacity 

“‘Fifth.—When the day coincides 
with a change of the moon, the orienta 
tion both at the point of departure and 
also on the route becomes difficult, the 
birds return slowly and at long inter 
vals. 

**Sixth.—Finally, even when the sky 
seems everywhere clear, if the atm 
phere is undergoing any of those inyisi 
ble disturbances that are revealed o 
by the most delicate instruments of our 
observatories, the pigeons, as in the 
preceding case, hesitate, lag behind and 
sometimes take double the timo that 
would be necessary for their journey 
under other circumstances.

Spain's reply to President McKinley's 
terins for peace was received at th 
State Department in Washington from 
the hands of the French Hmbassador, 
Spain’s agent in the business, last 
Tuesday. 

The terms were accepted, with several 
‘strings’ to it, of course, for other- 
wise it would not be Spanish. 

The conditions exacted by the Presi- 
dent are, in the main, that Cuba and 
Porto Rico shall be given up by Spain 
and turned over to the United States, 
and that the disposition of the Philip- 
pine Islands may be settled by a com 
mission, the President stipulating for 
the ownership and possession of per- 
haps Manila and a good part of the 
Island on which that city is situated. 

The things that Spain halts on and 
haggles about are of minor importance. 
The Cuban debt is one of them; how 
the Spanish army shall be disposed ot 
is another—in short, she urges several 


small objections to swallowing the 
President’s terms at a single gulp. 
As these objections or conditions 


amount to nothing the President has, 
so it is reported, yielded to them in 
order that the war may cease at once 
and peace be formally declared. In other 
words, he has taken the wind out of 
the Spauish sails, and so suddenly that 
it makes Sagasta’s and the Queen 
Regent's head swim. 

The upshot of it all is Spain loses 
her possessions in the western hemis- 
phere; is driven from this side of the 
Atlantic; will probably have to give 
up quite a slice of her property in the 
Pacific; and will emerge from the war 
several degrees lower in the scale of 
nations than she occupied at its begin- 
ning. She has lost almost the whole 
of her navy, spent hundreds oi millions 
of money in the war, ruined her pres- 
tige, and got most unmercifully whipped 
by your Uncle Sam. All of which she 
could have escaped by the exercise of 
ordinary prudence and common sense. 
America, on the other hand, emerges 
from the conflict practically unscathed ; 
a big lot of real estate, numerous cities, 
and heaps of other things; richer than 
she was four months ayo; and forced 
all Europe to revise its opinions re- 
specting her, and is ‘*sussy able” to do 
it again. 

But the best of it all is: The boys 
are coming home. 


PAPERS DRAWN UP. 

On Wednesday afternoon, Aug. 19, 
the United States and Spain agreed to 
stop fighting. 

Secretary of State Day drew up the 
protocol embodying the peace condi- 
tions, and Minister Cambon approved 
them for Spain. 

This means the end of hostilities. 

It will some time, perhaps a 
month or more, before the final papers 
are signed, but nobody will care much 
about that, the main point is that the 
fighting is over and peace certain. 

The conclusion of the business is a 
cause for great rejoicing by everybody, 
especially by those who have husbands, 
fathers, sons aud dear friends in the 
American army.

STURGEONS IN COMMERCE. 


Some of the Pointa of Singularity About 


the Mish, 

Tho sturgeon is naturally i 
habitant of the large rivers and 
brackish water of the north te mper 
ate zone, more particularly of Bu 
rope and America, The Sacramen 
to, the San Joaquin, Russian river 
and the Columbia on the west and 
the Hudson and Delaware the 
enat are vory favorable to its pro 
duction in great quantities 

This interesting and curious fish 
has many points of eingularity. Its 
armed exterior skeleton seems t 
point to its being one of the few de 
scendants of the ganoid, or armor 
plated fishes of the prehistoric ages 
The position of the mouth is much 


an 


on 


the same as in the shark family, but 
{ts form and function are rather 
that of the remora, or sucker fam 


ily. The flesh, is remarkable 
as being a reddish and yellow and 
part white. Hnglish fishmongers 
call it ‘beef and veal.’' In that 
country {t is usually cooked by bak 
ing with a stuffing of fine herbs. 

There are several varieties of the 
sturgeon family, the sturgeon prop 
er (Acoipenser sturio), the beluga 
and the sterlet being the principal, 
the two latter kinds belonging to 
the Russian waters. 

Some 25 years ago there were mil- 
lions of sturgeons in San Francisco 
bay and tributary waters, principal 
ly in the mouths of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin rivers, where they 
lay on the muddy bottom, feeding 
on clams and bottom fishes. The 
Chinese, who have an inordinate 
fondness for gelatinous substances, 
such asisinglass, sea swallow nests, 
trepang, ete., imported from China 
avery deadly hook for capturing 
the sturgeon, which they caught 
solely for the marrow in its peculiar 
backbone, They stripped out the 
backbone and threw away the rest. 
Some of the backbones were sent to 
China, where isinglass is made from 
them and also a highly tenacious 
glue, The principal however, 
is for making gelatinous soup.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.

“T wasn’t in the trappin t i 
When I caught the albino beaver, or per 
haps I wouldn't have had the chance to 
bag him and the 84 others IT pot with 
him.

THE PROTOCOL. 


The following are the contents of the | 


protocol for the cessation of hostilities 
between the United States and Spain, 
as officially stated, It was signed at 
4.23 o'clock, Friday afternoon, August 
12, 1898: 

1, ‘That Spain will relinquish all 
claim of sovereignty and title to Cuba, 
That Porto Rico and other 
Spanish islands in the West Indies, 
and an island in the Ladrones, to be 
selected by the United States, shall be 
ceeded to the latter, 

3. That the United States will oc- 
cupy and hold the city, bay and harbor 
of Manila, pending the conclusion of a 
treaty of peace which shall determine 
the control, disposition and govern- 
ment of the Philippines. 

4. That Cuba, Porto Rico, and 
other Spanish islands in the West 
Indies shall be immediately evacuated 
aud that commissioners, to be ap: 
pointed within 10 days, shall, within 
80 days for the signing of the protocol, 
meet at Hayana and San Juan, re- 
spectively, to arrange and execute the 
details of the evacuation. 

5. That the United States and 
Spain will each appoint not more than 
five commissioners to negotiate and | 
conclude a treaty of peace, ‘The com- 
missioners are to meet at Paris not 
later than the first of October. 

6. On the signing of the protocol 
hostilities will be suspended and notice 
to that effect will be given as soon as 
possible by each government to the 
commanders of its military and naval 
forces.

COLONEL WOODWARD, 


Hon. Charles I. Woodward, late 
Colonel of the Sixth Massachusetts 
Regiment, is preparing and is about to 
submit to Governor Woleott a full re- 
port of his official actions as com- 
mander of the same, to include, we 
suppose, the reasons for his resignation 
in Porto Rico. 

In view of this fact the JouRNAL has 
so far refrained from commenting on 
the resignation of Col, Woodward, pre- 
ferring to wait for the facts stated by 
him rather than take the word of news- 
paper correspondents for the story and 
reasons, It already appears that the 
correspondents have mistated the case 
and drawn erroneous conclusions, or 
else Col. Woodward was unfortunate 
in giving it out. Tf was at first said 
that Col. Woodward resigned because 


Brig. Gen. Garretson ordered stragglers 
of the 6th to be shot. No sensible 
man, or one who knows the least 
thing about military matters, gave the 
slightest credence to that report, and 
since Col. Woodward’s return he has 
denied emphatically that he ever gave

LIEUT. COL. AMES. 

Butler Ames of Lowell, a graduate 
of West Point, son of Adelbert Ames 
who was a Major General in the Civil 
War and is Brigadier General of Vol- 
unteers in the present War with Spain, 
has received nothing but the warmest 
commendation for his bravery and 
soldierly conduct as Adjutant of the 
Sixth Massachusetts Volunteer Regi 
ment, and as Lieutenant Colonel since 
his promotion on the resignation of 
Col, Charles F. Woodward and other 
oflicers of the Regiment. 

When Col. Woodward resigned the 
remaining officers wanted Adjt. Ames 
for Colonel and cast their votes for 
him; but the War Department had 
different views, or some other soldier 
who it wanted to honor by giving him 
the position, and Butler Ames was 
made Lieut. Colonel.

specting the neglect, starvation, and in- 
numerable other crimes, charged against 
the Government.

Snow That In Alive.

They do not fall with the snow as 
there may haye been no snow for a 
month or more before their arrival and 
aro probably analogous to the ‘red 
snow’’ of arctic regions.

It Is Sincere and at Times Carried to Ri- 
diculous Extremes, 

The Maltese was talking in terms of 
praise of American hospitality and was 
jnot easily diverted from the subject. 
As traveling representative for one of

tho nearest camp—for they are nomads,

you will be guided to the camp. When 
you arrive, they take charge of you and 
your horse and gun, and the best that 
the camp atfords is cheerfully placed at 
your service. So long as you remain 
Within the bounds of the encampment, 
though you may ride and go about as 
you please, you are considered and 
treated as one of the family. 

‘*Yes, hopsitality is carried to what 
}you might think a ridiculous extreme 
among the Arabsof Africa. If you have 
killed a man, for instance, and have in- 
curred the death penalty and know the 
avonger is on your track, your place of 
perfect safety is in the tent of your 
pursuer. You have only to reach his 
tent and cast yourself and your rifle on 
the ground and your person becomes sa- 
cred to your enemy for so long as you 
} remain there, but when you have de- 

parted and have gone beyond the limits 
of the camp then God help you.’’ 

“But is their hospitality never 
abused? Don't their casual visitors 
sometimes overstay their welcome?" 

“Oh, sometimes, but then there isa 

delicate hint. When mealtime comes 
around, the otie, which is the goatskin, 
filled with buttermilk, is passed to you, 
and you drink, oh, so much, for it is 
| very refreshing, and then at once they 
place all manner of meats and delica- 
cies before you, and you can eat noth- 
ing, for you are full of tho buttermilk. 
That is the hint to depart.’ 

“But if you don’t go?’’ 

"Then they will move the encamp-

one gang of mixed coolies, working 
from several lighters, bas boen know:

Some of the women, and 
particularly the older ones, show biceps 
and shoulders that would make some 
of our men shamefaced, Among the 
younger girls are many that would be 
called pretty by the admirer of Japanese 
beauty. They all wear the native cos 
tume, and nearly all protect their hands 
With rough gloves or bindings of cloth. 
The evidence of a desire to preserve thi 
color of their hands is the only indica- 
tion of sex in the busy 

The women are not paid as well us 
the men, although they do much 
work, Why the discrimination is made 
is not apparent from the amount of 
work done or the treatment of the la- 
borer. Lutterly it has been the practice 
to undertake the work by piece 
tract and to makea division 
Rross earnings among the 
gaged ona basis previously arranged 
by themselves. Wages vary, but 
cents per day would deemed yery 
good compensation, and the majority 
probably work for much less, They are 
allowed extra compensation when they
